Although the ax iom still holds that 
the v ice presidency of the U. S. is what 
the president chooses to make of it, it 
has become almost traditional for each 
< president since 
F. 
D. 
Roosev elt 
to 
make more of it than his predecessor. 
No longer is the second highest office 
in the land a hav en for political ex iles. 
The number of top men in each party 
who v ie activ ely for the second spot on 
the ticket attests to wide acceptance of 
the prediction by Richard Nix on that 
"in the future, we can ex pect the v ice 
presidency to be considered one of the 
major sources of presidential timber." 
Long widely regarded as an honor­ 
ary impasse from which few emerged 
with a brilliant political future, the v ice 
presidency has ev olv ed in recent dec­ 
ades into a sort of presidential stand-in. 
With the growth of U. S. entanglements 
in world affairs and alliances, the pres­ 
ident no longer is capable of personally 


ov erseeing all the important duties of 
his office. 
While the White House certainly does 
not lack aides to handle the details of 
gov ernment, more and more decisions 
require the authority of the chief ex ec­ 
utiv e.

The num ber of top men in each party 
who vie actively for the second spot on 
the ticket attests to wide acceptance of 
the prediction by Richard Nixon that 
“ in the future, we can expect the vice 
presidency to be considered one of the 
m ajor sources of presidential tim b e r.” 
Long widely regarded as an honor­ 
ary im passe from which few em erged 
with a brilliant political future, the vice 
presidency has evolved in recent dec­ 
ades into a sort of presidential stand-in.

A family discussion recently 
aroused our curiosity. Why are 
some 
medicines taken before 
meals, others with meals, and 
others after meals? 
Mr. D. L. C., New York. 
Dear Mr. C.: There are defin­ 
ite reasons for these instruc­ 
tions. Some medicines may be 
irritating to the stomach if tak­ 
en when it is empty. Therefore 
the 
instruction, 
“T a k e 
with 
m eals,” or immediately after 
eating, is given. 
Other medications may be de­ 
signed to stimulate the appetite. 
These, of course, would be most 
beneficial before meals. 
Often there is need for rapid 
absorption of a drug. Then the 
prescription usually directs that 
it be taken between meals, on 
an empty stomach, 
for maxi- 


j mum effectiveness. 
M a n y prescriptions require 
that a drug be taken at definite, 
regular intervals during the day 
and often throughout the night. 
The purpose of such directions 
is to maintain a concentrated 
level of medication. 
Patients in hospitals are some­ 
times annoyed when they are 
awakened in the middle of the 
night to take medicine. But this 
is not merely the whim of a 
thoughtless doctor or nurse. The 
advantages gained d u r i n g a 
day 
of 
persistent 
medication 
may be lost and progress re­ 
tarded if the strength of the 
treatm ent 
is 
not 
maintained 
during the night. 
Diuretic drugs, which increase 
I urination, 
are 
usually 
taken 


during the day to avoid disturb­ 
ing a night’s rest. 
The instructions on a prescrip­ 
tion are very purposeful a n d 
should be followed as closely as 
possible to obtain the greatest 
benefits. 


My husband had a pain in the 
chest and an electrocardiogram 
was taken immediately. T h e 
doctor said it was normal but 
that my husband should go into 
the hospital anyway. As it turn­ 
ed out. he did have a heart at­ 
tack. Why did it not show on the 
electrocardiogram? 
Mrs. R. L. S., Connecticut 
Dear Mrs. S.; 
The 
clinical 
judgment of your physician was 
obviously very astute. For even 
in the absence of any evidence 
in the electrocardiogram, he es 
tablished the life-saving 
diag 
nosis of an acute heart attack. 
T h e 
electrocardiograph re­ 
cords the action of the heart 
muscle. Frequently a very ear­ 
ly 
electrocardiogram 
fails 
to 
show the changes in the activity 
of the heart muscle impaired 
by the heart attack. 
A later electrocardiogram — 
twenty - four to seventy - two 
hours after the onset of an at­ 
tack — usually reveals the evi­ 
dence of heart damage 
In your husband’s case, ac­ 
tive and 
energetic 
treatment 
was wisely started without wait­ 
ing for confirmation by a sec­ 
ond electrocardiogram. 
Electrocardiographs and oth­ 
er instruments are never substi­ 
tutes for the diagnostic clinical 
, judgment of the physician.

Most of the gain in foreigners’ 
stake in the American economy 
has come of late from the in­ 
creased m arket value of their

The department says that the 
total of American private hold­ 
ings abroad climbed to 66 bil­ 
lion at the end of 1963. with that

DETROIT (AP)—In the rash 
of headlines over passage of the 
Civil Rights Act. over deaths in 
Mississippi and riots in harlem, 
over sit-inws and stall-ins and the 
white 
bac id ash, 
perhaps 
few 
people today, white or Negro, 
remember a December evening 
on a Montgomery bus. 
And yet the American Negro 
may have traveled farther and 
faster that night in Alabama 
than he did on the long road ut) 
from slavery or on the short 
dramatic march down Pennsyl­ 
vania and Constitution Avenues 
in Washington, D.C., last sum­ 
mer. 
Even today, rune years later, 
the details of that evening are 
so lacking in drama and emo­ 
tion content as to seem hardly 
the stuff of which history is 
made. 
It was shortly after 5:30 p.m. 
and getting dark when seam­ 
stress Rosa Parks put aside a 
pile of new suits waiting altera­ 
tions at her work bench in the 
Montgomery 
Fair 
department 
store and walked a weary hait- 
block to the bus stop on Court 
Square 
She boarded the bus and took 
a seat about halfway down in 
die first seat behind the forward 
section reserved for white peo­ 
ple. As was the prevailing cus­ 
tom and law at the time. Ne­ 
groes yielded their seats and 
moved progressively toward the 
rear as more seats were needed 
to accommodate white patrons. 
Rosa Parks paid no attention 
that particular evening to the 
other 
passengers. 
The 
white 
section wasn't full yet and her 
thoughts were of home, 15 min 
utes aw’ay, where her husband, 
Raymond, a barber, was busy 
getting together dinner. 
The first stop brought an in 


flux of passengers who dutifully 
sorted

bus, the Negroes crowding into 
the cluster of standees at the 
rear and die whites filling in the 
last seats in the section rn ark cd 
reserved for them. 
Rosa 
Park’s thoughts were 
still miles from that crowded 
bus aisle when a white man 
came aboard at tile next stop 
and stood behind the driver.

"Let me have those front 
seats.” 
For a moment, no one moved.

Then two Negroes across the 
aisle retreated to the rear, and 
the Negro at the window seat 
next to Rosa Parks stood up and 
she let him go by.

Two years after that incident 
on the Montgomery bus, Mrs. 
Parks moved to Detroit to be 
with her mother, Leona McCau­ 
ley. and her brother, wiio works 
in an automobile factory. The 
decision, she said. had nothing 
to do with the Montgomery boy­ 
cott. Soon after she arrived, her 
husband found a job as a bar­ 
ber.

“It brought change,” she said,
